You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

Article  1.  To  bring  forward  your  ballots  for  the  neces- 
sary town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500  to  be  used  as  the  Town's  share  of 
W.  P.  A.  projects  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Selectmen.  (The 
Federal  Government  to  contribute  approximately  $4,500.) 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $4,500  for  the  maintenance  of  highways 
and  bridges,  and  for  any  other  necessary  expense  to  the 
Town. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  up  to  the 
sum  of  $15,000  if  needed. 
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Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  early  payments  of  taxes,  and  if  so,  to  fix  the  time  and 
rate. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  the  Town  Library. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds.  This 
article  to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  rescinded  by 
some  future  Town  meeting. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $165  for  the  care  of  the  New  Ceme- 
tery; the  sum  of  $50  for  the  care  of  Joppa  Cemetery;  $10 
for  the  care  of  the  Old  Cemetery  on  Back  River  road,  and 
$7  for  the  care  of  the  Beals  Cemetery. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $25  to  be  paid  to  the  Old  Cemetery 
Association,  Miss  Martha  Woodbury,  treasurer,  for  water 
furnished  the  new  parts  of  the  cemetery. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $876.18  for  the  construction  of  Class 
V  highways,  the  State  to  contribute  $3,504.70. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3,000  for  taring  Class  V  roads, 
under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  "Club 
Acre  Lane,"  so-called,  opposite  the  Manchester  Country 
Club,  east  of  the  Daniel  Webster  Highway. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reaccept  the 
road  leading  from  the  Daniel  Murphy  place,  now  owned 
by  Foster  Barnard,  to  the  old  Steven  Goffe  place. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $35  to  pay  for  the  rental  of  a  hydrant 
to  be  installed  near  the  residence  of  Chester  Robinson. 

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take 
regarding  alterations  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  $300  in 
trust  from  Wm.  H.  Ward,  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the 
care  of  his  lot  in  Bedford  Centre  Cemetery. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  $100  in 
trust  from  Frank  H.  Waters,  the  interest  to  be  used  for 
the  care  of  his  lot  in  Bedford  Centre  Cemetery,  No.  209. 

Art.  20.     To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com 
mittees,  and  of  all  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

To  All  Citizens  and  Tax  Payers  of  Bedford : 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  substantial  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  our  highways 
and  bridges  during  the  past  year. 

This  was  due  largely  to  the  aid  given  by  a  W.  P.  A.  pro- 
ject towards  which  the  Federal  Government  contributed 
over  $8,000  in  labor,  which  was  also  a  great  help  in  redu- 
cing our  relief  rolls. 

Our  present  W.  P.  A.  project  expires  on  June  30th,  and 
we  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  as  the  town's 
share  to  continue  this  work.  (The  government  to  contribute 
about  $4,500.) 

About  $200  of  this  appropriation  would  be  used  for  the 
making  of  a  tax  map.  (The  government  to  furnish  an  ad- 
ditional $2,800.)  This  would  be  a  complete  and  compre- 
hensive map  of  the  town  and  would  be  printed  in  next 
year's  town  report. 

A  second  application  of  tar  was  made  during  the  past 
year  on  roads  previously  surfaced,  and  if  this  W.  P.  A.  ap- 
propriation is  allowed,  together  with  $3,000  for  tar,  sev- 
eral more  miles  of  tar  roads  can  be  constructed  this  year. 

The  town  will  benefit  by  increased  employment,  better 
roads,  and  lower  relief  costs. 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  T.  R.  A.  appro- 
priation, as  this  will  prepare  other  roads  for  tarring  in  later 
years. 

The  hurricane  of  last  September  left  many  of  our  roads 
impassable,  but  they  were  quickly  cleared  and  roadside 
brush    was    cut  and  burned.     Good  headway  is  now  being 
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made  in  clearing  slash  in  woodlands  and  adjacent  to  home? 
and  other  buildings.  This  work  is  being  done  by  W.  P.  A. 
labor  without  cost  to  the  town. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  next  paragraph,  which  was 
suggested  by  the  State  Forester : 

"Support  your  local  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputies. 
They  are  planning,  with  State  and  Federal  agencies,  an  in- 
tensive campaign  to  control  fires.  Help  them  by  strict  ob- 
servance of  the  fire  laws.  Kindle  no  open  fires  without  a 
permit  from  the  Warden  except  when  the  ground  is  cov- 
ered with  snow.  Co-operate  by  reporting  fires  you  may  see 
and  in  other  ways.  Fire  fighting  tool  supplies  are  inade- 
quate and  should  be  reasonably  increased  by  many  towns. 
YOU  CAN  HELP,  AND  IT  WILL  PAY,  TO  PRE- 
VENT FOREST  FIRES."

The  over  crowded  condition  .  at  the  Steven  Buswell 
School  which  was  emphasized  a  year  ago  still  continues.  In 
September  the  school  board  employed  an  additional  teacher, 
Miss  Harriette  Crosby,  a  graduate  of  the  Junior  High 
Curriculum  at  Keene  Normal  School,  1938.  The  program 
at  this  school  was  reorganized,  with  Miss  Dorothy  Goodale 
having  the  first  three  grades,  Mrs.  Edna  MacAskill  having 
the  fourth  grade  in  the  primary  room  and  grades  five  and 
six  in  the  grammar  room  and  Miss  Crosby  taking  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  This  organization  has  resulted 
in  great  improvement  in  the  work  which  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

As  soon  as  the  addition  to  the  school  is  completed  it  will 
be  possible  for  each  teacher  to  conduct  their  work  in  their 
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own  room.    This  will  again  greatly  increase  efficiency  in 
organization  and  instruction. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  twenty-six  in  the  number 
of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  elementary  school  during  the  last 
year.
